A NOVEL ELECTION. 

if thoro is an j thing mora humiliating ami 
tletestiblo limn anolher it is to eea the most 
important light that man oan exorcise ilu- 
bused or doslroyed. From a very early 
period in tho history of Kngland tho claim 
on tho part of tho govetnod to havo a voice 
in the malting of the laws has boon hold and 
maintained — sometimes when the fearless 
utterance of tho popular theoiy was at the 
risk of the speaker's head and at others whe n 
it had to bo assorted anil onforocd nl the 
point of tho bayonet. The valuablo legacy 
has boon handed down to us, and wo oan 
safely sr.y it has lost nothing by tho trans- 
mission. The lOuglishman today, bo he 
rich or poor, has a more potont Influence in 
tho affairs of the country than at any former 
period uf,iho nation's history; nnd if wo corro 
lo the colonial offshoots of Iho parent stern 
we find iho saniu sturdy maintenance ol pop.- 
uhir right, with even a lar^nr individual pro- 
portion of power than is allotted to the iu- 
babilants of the mother country. Everywhere 
throughout tho civilized world, where Ihe 
Anglo-Saxon race predominates, wo find this 
right engrafted on the institutions of tho 
country, and guarded as sensitively ns life itself. 
Wo said everywhere, bat unfortunately lucre 
is un exception to this rule as well as to 
others. Tho inhabitants ot the oolony of 
British" Columbia have not got the right in 
its entirety, and what little they have got, it 
would seem tho Government of tho country 
labors to make a nullity. 

The late intelligence from tho sister col- 
ony informs us that nn election had taken 
place at Quosnelle to fill the vacancy in the 
Legislative Council, caused by tho resigna- 
tion of Mr. Moberly. Threo candidate* 
aspired to tho position, but only two — 
Messrs. Evans and Smith— being personally 
before iho people, tho voting was confined to 
these gentlemen. Tho first-named candi- 
date. Mr^Evans, is a miner, who has a laige 
interest hi the couotry, and is consequently 
opposed to tho prcsont very unsatisfactoiy 
system of Government. The second, Mr 
Smith, is a road contractor, and a man 
necessarily dependent on the authorities at 
New Westminster. To defeat Mr. Evans 
and return Mr. Smilh was ovidently the 
object of those who represent the wisdom 
and dignity of English authoiity in British 
Columbia. In tho first place the resignal ion 
of Mr. Moberly, which was entirely in 
tho bauds of the Government, was delayed 
until such lime as tho miners would think ol 
returning from Cariboo, and in the secon 1, 
the district of Cariboo West was so curtailed 
by the establishment of now boundaries thai 
u large portion of tho old constituency was 
virtually disfranchised. Having got thus 
far — having waited patiently until tho 
greater portion of tho miners had left the 
gold fields, tho Government orders tho elec- 
tion. A road contractor, with a number of 
mon employed and the official powor to sus- 
tain him, is, in a small constituency, a pow. 
erful opponent ; but even under those oircum- 
stuuees iho eloolion was not to bo risked 
There were Chinamen who wore working on 
the roads — good loyal subjects of Iho 
Celestial Emperor, we havo no doubt, 
and excellent judges of British inslitu- 
tbns— only let Mr- Smith bring those 
" froo and independent '' voters up to the poll 
and tho election is sure. The Chinamen 
were brought up, voted for Mr. " Smith-oe," 
and iho day was won; Such are (he circum- 
stances attending tho late olection in liriiish 
Columbia. Universal suffrage In ils widesl 
and wildest extent prevailed, and tho total 
votes were one hundred and nine! This 
will do admirably to goto tho Homo Govern- 
ment as an argument against granting any 
furthor modicum of representative govern- 
ment. Tho old cry used to bo tho American 
element and the paucity of British subject) ; 
but it is thrown in lh.oab.ado by this masterly 
piece of stratagem, thut brings in " J ihti 
Chinaman" to mako up tor a lack of civil zv 
lion. We uro afraid, however, like many 
other very smart " dodges," this one will 
prove tu havo overshot the mark. Wo have 
a by no moans indistinct notion that it will 
more than anything that has yot been done 
prove the unfitness of- tho present official 
rulers for the position. A government thai 
can order an election to tako place and pro- 
scribe no formula for regulating tho proceed- 
ingg — ttiat turns nn electioneering contest in 
a British colony into n, disgraoeful scramble 
of nil nationalities down to tho half-civilize I 
Chinamen is surely unfit lo bo trusted with 
legislative nnd administrative power. It is 
bad enough to Imvu the intelligence Of a British 
colony insulted by giving the inhabitants but 
one-third tho legislative clomcnt ; because for 
all practical purposes tjiey would bo as well 
oil' with no representation at all; hut il is 
aggravating tho evil a thousand fold to turn 
that representation into ridioulo. In n few 
mouths at tho furthest ihe pooplo of British 
Columbia will havo an opportunity of remod- 
elling tho present very unsatisfactory Gov- 
ernment muoliinory, when wo hope thoy will 
bring to tho work sufficient jndgmont and 
determination to prccludo for ever so dis- 
graceful nn occurrence as that which we 
have nbovo but faintly described.

The seaweed, 
shark'B fins and tho liko hud a glutinous sort 
of tasto i not repulsivo nor very seductive.— - 
Tho sweots wero very delicate, but like every 
thing else had a very artificial flavor ; every 
artiolo, indeed, seemed to have had its ori* 
ginal and real strength driod or cooked out

CHINESE DINNER TO THE 
COLFAX PARTY.

The following account of this celebrated 
dinner, luraished by Mr. Samuel Bowles to 
the Springfield Republican, will bo read with 
interest : 

There are quile a number ol heavy mer- 
cantile houses in tho bauds ol the Chinese. 
The managers arc intelligent, superior men. 
Their business is in supplies lor their coun- 
trymen and in teas and silks and curiosities 
lor tho Americans. They import by ihe 
hundreds ol thousands, even millions, yearly; 
und their reputation lor fair und honest deal" 
ing is above lhat ol ibe American merchants 
generally. These are the men, with tho 
Presidents of the six companies, into which 
the whole Chinese population is organized, 
as 1 have described, with whom Ci Ifax and 
his friends dined last night. There were 
formalities and negotiations enough in tho 
preliminary arrangements of tho entertain- 
ment to have BuQioed for a pacification of 
Kentucky politics, or the marking of a new 
map ol Europe ; but when these were finally 
adjusted, questions ol precedence anting the 
Chinese settl-d, and a proper choice made 
among the many Americans who were eager 
tu be bidden to the least, all went us smooth 
as a town school examination that the teach- 
er has been drilling (or a mouth previous. 
The party numbered from fifty to sixty, half 
Chinese, hall white folks. The dinner was 
uiven in the second story ol a Chinese res- 
taurant, in a leading street of ttie city. Our 
hosts weie line looking men, with impressive 
manners. While their race gem rally seems 
not more than two-thirds tho siy/j ol our 
Amoriuau men. these wero nearly if not (pule 
us tall and stout as their guests. Their eyes 
and their faoes beamed with intelligence, 
and they were quick to perceive everything, 
and alert and au fait in all courtesies and 
politeness. An interpreter was present (or 
the heavy talking; but most of our Chinese 
entertainers spoke a I i 1 1 lo English, and we 
got on well otougli so far as that was oou* 
corned, though hand shaking and bowing 
and scraping and u general flexibility of 
countenances, bodies and limbs had a very 
largo abate of the conversation lo perforin. 
Neither hero nor in China is it common for 
the English and Americans lo learn tho 
Chinese language. 'The Chinese can und do 
mote readily acquire ours, sullicienlly at least 
fur all business intercourse. 'Their broken or 
" pigeon' 1 English, as it is culled, is often 
very grotesque, and always very simple. 

Wo were seated for the dinner around 
little round tables, six to nine at tho lable, 
ami hosts and guests evenly mixed. Them 
was a profusion ol elegant China dishes un 
each lable ; each guest had two or three 
pla'rs and suueors, all delicate and small 
Choice sauces, pickleB, sweutmeats and puis 
wero plentifully scattered aboul. Each guest 
hud a saucer uf (lowers, a China spoon or 
howl with a handle, and a pair of chop 
nticks, little round and smooth ivory sticks 
about six inches long. Chi Siug-Tong, Pre- 
sident ol the San Yup Company, presided at 
Collax'-s table. Now the meal began. It 
consisted of three different courses, or dinners 
rather, between which was a recess o( hall 
an hour, when we retired to an ante-room, 
amokod and talked, and listened to the sim- 
ple, rough, barbario music Iroin coarse guitar, 
viol drum and violin, and moanwbile the 
tables wore reset und t.ew food provided. 

Each course of dinner comprised u dozen 
to twenty different dishes, served generally 
one at a time, though sometimes two vera 
brought on at once. 'I horo were no joints, 
nothing lo be carved. Every article ol food 
was brought oil it. quart bowls in a sort of 
hash fojm. We dove into it with our chop 
sticks which, well handled, look up about u 
mouthful, und transferring this to our platus ; 
worked tho chop slicks again to gel it or 
parts of it to our mouths. No ono Boomed 
to lake more than a single) taste, or mouthlul 
of each dish ; so thai, even if ono relished 
the lood, it would need something liko a bun 
□red different dishes lo satisfy an ordinary 
appotilo. Some of us look very readily to 
Ihe chop slicks ; others did not — perhaps 
were glad thoy oonld not; and lor these a 
Yankee fork won provided, and llroi' Cdiirieso 



suinowbat us a very dolicale vermicelli soup 
does. The loa was dolioious— it was served 
without milk or sugar, did not neod any 
such amelioration, und was very refreshing. 
Evidently it was mado from tho mOBt deli 
cate leaves or llowors of tho tea plaut, and 
had escaped all vulgar steeping or boiling. 

During tho first recess tlio presidents of 
the companies— tho ci icf entertainers — look 
Ihoir leave, aud tho merchants assumed tho 
post ol leading hosts, such being tho fashion 
of tho people. 

'Tho second dinner oponed with oold lea 
and u white ruse-scented liqueur, very strong 
and served in tiny cups, and went on with 
lichens und a fungus-like moss, more shark's 
(ins, slewed chestnuts and chickens, Chinese 
oysters, yellow and resurrected Irom the dry 
stage, more fungus stowed, a stow of Hour 
and white nuts, stowid mutton, roast ducks, 
•fco soup, ric.o and duck's eggs and pickled 
cucumbers, hum and chicken soup. 

Between the second and third parts there 
was an exchange of complimentary speeches 
by tlio head Chinaman and Colfax, at which 
i lio interpreter had lo officiate. 'The ilntd 
and lust courso consisted ofagiout variety of 
fresh fruits, and tho unique onterlninmeul 
ended about eleven o'clock, aflor a sitting of 
live full hours. 

The American resident guests furnished 
champagne and claiot, and our Chinese boms: 
invariably at ihe ontrauco aud departure ol 
each dish, invited us, with a gracious bow. to 
a sip thereof, in tho which they all faithfully 
joined themselves. 

The dinner was unquestionably a most 
magnificent one ufier tho Chinese standard ; 
the dishes wore, many of them, rare and ex- 
pensive, and everything was served in e'e- 
ganoe and taste. It wusu curious and inter- 
esting experience, and one of the ruresl ol 
the many courtesies extended to Colfax on 
this coast. Hut as to any real gastronomic, 
satislaetion to be derived from it, 1 certainly 
•'did not see it." Governor Dross' fidelity lo 
the great principle of " when you aro amena 
the Itornuns to do as the Romans do," led 
hitn to take tho meal seriatim, and eat ol 
everything ; hut my own personal experience 
is perhaps the best commentary to bo made 
upon tho meal, as a meal. I went to the 
tablo weak and hungry, but 1 found the one 
universal odor and llavor soon destroyed all 
uppetito, and I fell back resignedly on a ecu. 
stilutioual incapacity to use Ihe chop-sticks 
and was sitting with a grim politeness through 
dinner No. 2, when there c.itno an angel in 
disguise lo my relief. Tho urbane Chief of 
Police of tho city appeared and touched my 
shoulder : "There is a gentleman at Ihe door 
who wishes lo see you, and would havo you 
bring your bat and coa:." There wero 
visions ol violated oily ordinances and assist- 
ing at the police court next morning. I 
thought, too, what a polilo way this man has 
of arresting a stranger to tho city. But, 
bowing my excuses to my pig-tail neighbor, 
I went joyfully to the unknown tribunal. A 
friend, a leading banker, who had sat oppo- 
site to me during the evening, and had been 
called out a fow ni i.. .its before, welcomed 

me at Ihe street door with, B , 1 

knew you wero sutleriug, and were hungry, 
lei us go and got something to eat— a good 
square meal !" So wo crossed to an Ameri- 
can restaurant, tho lost appetite came back ; 
and mutton chops, squabs, Iried potatoes, 
and a bottle ol champagne soon restored me. 
My friend insisted lhat tho second courso of 
the Chinoso dinner was only the first warmed 
over, and that was Ihe object of the recess. — 
However that might b«— this is how I went 
to the grand Chinese dinner, and went oul 
when il was two-thirds over and " got^ some- 
thing to eat." . S. B.

That the said Sherifl' declared the wrong 
numbers of voters for tho candidates at tho 
said election of Mayor, anil also wrongfully 
declared Ihe said Lumley Franklin lo be duly 
elected Mayor ol ihe said Cily uf Victoria.

Your petitioner therefore humbly prays 
that in the circumstances I ho pretended elec- 
tion of tho said Lumley Franklin as Mayor 
of the City of Victoria may be avoided and 
your petitioner declared to be Mayor of the 
said City of Victoria duly olooted, and that 
such further or other rolief should bo granted 
us the oiroumstances of the ease may require.
